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WHY APPOINT ADVISORY MEMBERS? 

Last Sunday, in the Town Hall 27 of our Town 
Fathers sat down to a 3+ hour session, princi- 
pally to argue a nearly unexpressed subject - 
the so-called Round School. 

The meeting, called by the Selectmen, was a 
direct result of a blow up in the Finance Com- 
mittee meet ing of the previous Thursday - a 
meeting which, because it was improperly adver- 
tised was one of the reasons our Town Meeting 
had to be. postponed. 

At the Thursday meeting several members of 
the School Committee had statements to make 
which, mildly put, surprised the Finanee Com- 
mittee, and the Permanent Building Committee 
which was also present. 

The School Committee objected to the Bout- 
well Street site. They objected to the place- 
ment of the building on the site. They object- 
ed to the number of rvoms proposed. 

Our Permanent Building Committee has met 
every Tuesday, for the past year. They have al- 
so had frequent Thursday meetings. There are a 
number of officials who are advisory members of 
this committee - representing the Finance Com- 
mittee, the Selectmen, the School Committee, 
the Planning Board, and others inelnding the 
Police. 

The funetion of the advisory members is to 
earry back to their respective committees the 
subjects that have been discussed, and the con- 
elusions that heve been reached. 

In addition to this, in the past several 
months there were at least two joint meetings 
at which not only the representatives, but the 
entire committees were invited. 

In spite of all these meetings, these joint 
efforts, in spite of the advertising in the 
newspaper, and other means of information, we 
had to wait until the Finance Committee hearing 
to bring up questions that had apparantly been 
agreed to, by all concerned. 

The differences of Thursday night were like 
a burst of thunder. They were totally mnexpec t— 
ed. Members of the Finance Committee expressed 
amazement. 

It is interesting to note that in the joint 
meeting of Sunday a lot of the differences were 
ironed out - but that joint meeting was really 
unnecessary. It also produced some rather in- 
teresting comments. 

One of the Selectmen has pointed out that 
last year the town was told that a 15 room 
school was needed at Glen Road, to be followed 
within a year, by a 20 room school, to meet the 
needs of the growing population. Now, he 
points out, with a 12 room school at Glen Road 
the School Committee has stated that they need 
only 8 rooms for the next year, not the twenty 
that was said to be needed a year ago, nor the 
12 that had been agreed upon in the various 
meetings for Boutwell Street.

mittee member, was that the town should wait, 
and not start construction at all of the Bout- 
well School. He was perfectly willing to risk 
the need of double sessions, in 1960, rather 
than to plan to build now. He may have had va- 
lid thoughts on the construetion of the new 
school - it was the proposal to risk double 
sessions that amazed all his Listeners. Such a 
proposal, we hazard, has never before been made 
by any school committee member of Wilmington, 
except in some of the extreme emergencies of 
the past. 

A third comment that was made, by a member 
of the school delegation, received its share of 
comment from others present. 

This gentleman didn't like nound schools. 
Perhaps we can understand that. But, suprising- 
ly, he didn't like the square school, proposed 
by the Permanent Building Committee, who, after 
the Sunday meeting was over, recalled that this 
gentleman had fonght valiantly, a year ago, for 
a square school. fle now preferred the round one 
to the square one. 

All of which leads to the question - why 
appoint Advisory Members, when the fight is 
going to be delayed until the last moment any- 
ray? 

(In all fatrness, we should point out that 
neither the Selectmen nor the Planning Board 
were party te the disagreement. They were aware 
of all of the plans, and they shared with the 
Building Committee the surprise at the devel- 
opments of last Thursday.) 

THE BOUTWELL STREET SCHOOL - PRO AND CON 

In one sense it is fortunate that there has 
heen a delay in the Town Meeting, until next 
Wednescay. It may give a few people time to eo 
some more thinking, before the meeting. 

For there are criticisms of the propo 
"Cirenlar" Buildtng, criticisms comir 
members of the School Committee. They would ra- 
ther have a different type of builein 

The School Committee holds, possihly with 
good reason, that the corridors are too narrow, 
and that there are insufficient. toilets in the 
"Circular" school. 

The original plans fur this sehool were mo- 
dified slightly, in one respeet, and no com- 
plaint of which we are aware was heard on the 
other, at the time of its inception. The State 
Department of Public Sefety approved of the 
Plans, and the State School Building Assistance 
Commission, which is al~ost notorions for in- 
sistance on toiléts had no complaint. 

But perhaps the comphaints are valid. No one 
would be foolish to maintain that the work of 
man cannot be improved. 

The unfortunate thing, at the moment, is 
that we still haven't an ample test of the new 
type plan school. It might be the very best 
school ever built. It might not be. We do not 
know, as yet. We have sehool plans that are the 
most economical known, at the moment. Are they 
adequate? 

So we may expect an amendment on the floor 
at the coming Town “Neeting. The article is de-

HUUSING FOR THE ELDERLY 

The people of Wilmington have been invited 
to an open house, Saturday afternoon, at the 
Housing for the Elderly Project, off Burlington 
Avenue. It is an opportunity they should not 
miss. 

Located on Deming Way, a street named for 
our retired Town Accountant, Harry Deming, the 
project is, we believe, one of the most pleas- 
ant of its type in our Commonweal th. 

There are forty separate apartments, each of 
four rooms. While the basic layout of each of 
the apartments is alike, there is enough dif- 
ference in the decor to lend distinctiveness to 
each of them — and to make them pleasant and 
charming places wherein to live. 

Some of our readers may recall that origi- 
nally there was some dispute among our citizens 
as to the proper location for this project. We 
believe now that all such dispute is a thing of 
the past. The project is a pleasant addition to 
the town, and to the neighborhood. 

In addition to the forty apartments there is 
a nice community hall, which is to be equipped 
with a television set, has a nice fireplace, 
and a private kitchen, so that small parties 
ean, and undoubtedly will be held by the mew- 
bers of the Golden Age Club. There will also ! 
washing machines, and other facilities in this 
same building. 

The Social Concept of Housing for the Elder- 
ly, as developed in Massachusetts, and in the 
Town of Wilmington, is a pleasant one. There 
is no charity involved. The residents pay $48 a 


month, they pay for their light, and for their 
telephone. In forty years, at the most, the 
project will have paid all its bills, and ex- 
perience shows that those projects already in 
existance are bettering this projection. ‘ 
We extend our congratulations to the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority, to the State Housing 
Board, to the Contractors, and finally, to the 
people of Wilmington, for creating one of the 


finest projects of its kind in Massachusetts.

No Wilmington Mass 
June 22, 1959 
Dear Larz: 


Tam a regular com- 
muter on the P&M. I took the 
train every morning, from No. 
Wilmington to Boston, while 
the trains were still running. 
Now I take the train from the 
new Salem Street station. 

I think this is a deliberate 
effort to keep people from 
riding in the trains. For 
three mornings in succession I 
have had to stand up, from 
Salem Street to Wilmington, 
and on two of those mornings I 
had to stand up from Wilming- 
ton into Poston, 

We have to get out at Wilming 
ton, and stand around 7 or 8 
minutes in the rain, while we 
wait for the train from Lowell 
When it arrives there are only 
two Budd cars, already crowded 
and into these are crammed a- 
nother 50 or more passengers. 
Diring this wait there is no 
chance to sit down in the Wil- 
mington station. There used to 
be settees for the waiting 
passengers. Now the R&M has 
taken them away, and everyone 
is left to stand up, 

I called Mr. Kelley of the 
DPU, in the State House, and he 
told me everything would be 
straightened out by Friday 
(last Friday).
